up to under eight the configuration is simplicity indeed. 


For under nine and ten players the field is more closely 
aligned to a senior pitch as set out in the Laws of the

b) Games will be conducted between teams of 6

c) All players in attendance at a game shall play at least 
half a game unless injured (see Playing Rules 
regarding substitution for injured players in second 
half of games), 

THE PLAYING RULES: 

Games will be played according to the FIFA Laws of 
Association Football with the following modifications: 

1, Games will be conducted as friendly games; com- 
Petition points and tallies will not apply. 
Goalkicks may be taken from anywhere inside the 
Goal Area (see diagram of pitch). 
Corner kicks will be taken from the Corner Area (see 
diagram of pitch). 
There will be no penalty kicks. 
All free kicks awarded inside the Goal Area (i.e. for 
both sides) will be taken with the ball placed on the 
arc defining the Goal Area at the point nearest the 
Position of the offence. 
The off-side law does not apply. 
A player marking or obstructing the opposing goal- 
keeper will be penalised by an indirect free kick 
taken from the centre of the arc defining the Goal 
Area. 
Referees will be as stated on K.D.S.A. Match Cards. 
An injured player who is unable to continue to play 
may be substituted in the second half of agame by 
a player who has already played in the game. 
10. No coaching will be allowed from the side-line 
except by the coach and then only if information is 
given quietly in a non-hysterical manner.

Take television, for example. Only recently we 
all hailed a long-term agreement reached with 
Channel 7 as the savior of the game. 

And in a way it is: very large sums will be 
penercied through TV exposure — not so much 
irom Channel 7 as from the advertisers. 

As the sound of money — large sums of money 
— appears to make most of us pretty excited, 
people in soccer were madly searching for new 
adjectives to describe the advent of all that sweet 


loll) 

Par from me to show any disdain about money; 
even an unexpected fiver stuck in my pocket can 
lift my sagging morale. 

‘TV-induced funds, obtained through the brilliant 
intervention of West Nally and their local trustees, 
will come handy to finance the exploits of our 
national teams. 

To put it bluntly: without it we would be 
struggling to mount any proper campaign. 

So TV is necessary — we agri 

But do we? 

It's established fact that television does 
keep fans from the terraces. 

This has been proved hundreds of times in 
overseas countries and it must also apply to 
Australia. 

And this is where Catch-22 comes in: the more 
soccer on TV — the more people will have their 

satisfied. 

We must have hundreds of thousands of TV 
viewers in this country who watch and, yes, enjoy 
‘soccer. But only on TV. 

They will tell you, pretty convincingly, what a 
great game this is; what a thriller they saw last 
night or last week. 


But never for a single moment would they even 
remotely consider going to a soccer match. 

These people are TV addicts, not soccer ad- 
dicts; they'd just as soon watch ice hockey, pro 
basketball, car racing or anything else that's 
exciting — on TV. And on TV only. 

Which, | presume, is okay with the advertisers 
and sponsors; they don't bother to measure the 
affection of viewers towards the sport, just their 
numbers. 

But — as surveys in Britain, Germany, Italy and 
other countries have proved it — soccer on TV 
does cut rather sharply into match attendances. 

In fact, there is a direct reverse ratio between 
the amount of time devoted to soccer on televi- 
sion — and gate takings. 

Let's be blunt about it: if, for example, one of the 
major channels (not the fuzzy 0-28) would televise 
an NSL match every Sunday afternoon, only the 
most fanatical would bother to go and watch a 
match ‘live’. 

The ASF, the NSL and the clubs;will have to 
watch very carefully that TV aids r, doesn’t 
destroy it. 

It’s up to them to make sure that we can have 
our cake and eat it.
